Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant agrues that Naoi does not disclose 
"increasing the writing power when the current writing power is larger than an upper bound of the predetermined allowable range." This 
argument is not persuasive. Naoi discloses a power correction when the light intensity of the reflected beam is greater than prescribed 
value instead of the writing power. However, the intensity of the reflected power is base on the writing power (writing data) in paragraph 
[0010]. Also, figure 6 show that the writing power increases on the basis of variation of refelcted light. After the comparison of the light 
beam is greater than the allowable range (paragraph [0074]; "the light intensity of the reflected beam is greater than a prescribed value"), 
the writing power is increased adding an alpha (Paragraph [0014], hence the different alphal, alpha2 and alphas in figure 1). Therefore, 
claims 1-17 are not patentable in view of Naoi.
